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TYRE, Lebanon Israeli 
troops and tanks breached U.N.

day, going after Shiite Muslim 
guerrillas who have been rocketing 
Israel. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said Israeli would keep up 
the attacks “until we quiet them.” 

The Israeli incursion drew a 
sharp protest from U.N. Secretary-

pressed “deep concern.” 

U.N. sources said it was the first 
time since 1985 that the Israelis had 
crossed the security zone and taken 
up positions. Before smashing the 
U.N. barricades with a bulldozer, 
the Israeli troops got in fistfights 
with the peacekeepers, a U.N. 
spokesman said. 

Despite fears that escalating vio- 
lence would derail the next round of 
peace negotiations, the State De- 
partment said all parties had indi- 
cated they would be on hand for 
talks beginning Monday in Wash- 
ington.

Shamir said that if the rocket- 
fire continued, “We will certainly 
attack them (Hezbollah) ... and I 
hope that this will continue until we 
quiet them.”

Modest hazardous-waste bill 
expected to pass Legislature

A hazardous-waste bill which was 
shaping up to be a war earlier this 
week in the state Legislature turned 
out to be nothing but a mere rumble 
of words. 

The House approved the hotly de- 
bated bill by 57-43 that would in- 
crease out-of-state disposal fees from 
$20 per ton to $50 per ton for those 


who dispose 100 to 299 tons per year and $80 per ton for 
those who dispose of 300 tons or more per year. 

The Senate sponsored a more modest version of the bill 
which would boost those fees to $35 over three years, 
making it significantly lower than the bill approved by the 


House. 


After a meeting between bill sponsors, Speaker Craig 
Moody and Sen. Stephen Rees, a deal was made to support 


a modified version of the bills. 


A panel overwhelmingly approved the compromise, 
which increases out-of-state hazardous waste fees to $35

per ton in a single jump instead of the 
three years proposed by the Senate.

U.S. trade deficit improved during ‘91 


WASHINGTON — America’s trade deficit improved dramatically in 1991, 
falling below $100 billion for the first time in eight years as exports hit a record 
high and the recession held down imports, the government reported Thurs- 
day. 

While the 35 percent drop in the deficit to $66.2 billion represented Amer- 
ica’s best trade performance since 1983, analysts saw plenty of problems 
ahead. 

America’s deficit with Japan actually rose during 1991, climbing by 5.7 
percent to $43.44 billion, representing two-thirds of the total imbalance. 

And the overall deficit worsened considerably in December, rising by 42 
percent to $5.94 billion as U.S. exports fell for a second straight month and 
imports climbed 2.3 percent. 

Analysts have forecast that the trade gap will widen considerably this year 
as export growth falters because of weakness in many of America’s major 
overseas markets. 

That would represent a setback for the Bush administration, which is 
counting on continued healthy export gains to help lift the stagnant U.S. 
economy. 

The labor Department reported Thursday that the number of newly laid-off 
workers filing claims for unemployment rose to 452,000 in the first week in 
February, an increase of 18,000 over the previous week. 


Businesses failed at record rate in 1991 


NEW YORK — Business failures hit record levels in 1991, up 43.7 percent, 
and insurance, finance and real estate companies took the brunt of the hit, a 
survey released Thursday said. 

Falling real estate prices, debt-burdened businesses, stingy banks and 
bankruptcies from failed leveraged buyouts contributed to the demise of 
87,266 businesses in 1991, the Dun & Bradstreet Corp. said. That was up from 
60,746 in 1990. 

Unpaid debts of defunct businesses totaled $108.8 billion last year, a gain of 
95.9 percent from 1990. New England had the nation’s highest percentage 
increase in business failures. The survey reported 5,590 regional businesses 
failed in 1991, up 81.1 percent from the 1990 total of 3,087. 

Dun & Bradstreet said the Middle Atlantic region saw failures rise 75.6 
percent; South Atlantic, 52.1 percent; and the Pacific region, 62.8 percent. 

Failures were up in all states except Iowa, North Dakota, Louisiana, 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado and Hawaii. 


Gene found that causes muscular dystrophy 


BOSTON — Researchers said Thursday they have pinpointed the gene that 
causes the most common adult form of muscular dystrophy, the latest in a 
series of discoveries that should lead to early diagnosis and perhaps eventual 
treatment. 

The discovery provides more clues about why this inherited disease gets 
worse as it is passed from generation to generation. 

The disease, called myotonic dystrophy, affects about one in every 7,000 to 
8,000 people worldwide. 

Three research teams with members in the United States, Canada and 
Europe discovered the gene almost simultaneously. One of their reports will 
be published in Friday’s issue of the journal Cell. The other two will appear 
March 6 in the journal Science. 

“The new results will permit very precise methods for diagnosing the 
disease prenatally and before symptoms appear and identifying carriers” of 
the gene, said Dr. Henry Epstein of Baylor College of Medicine in Houston, a 
member of one of the research teams. Experts caution that the discovery does 
not suggest obvious ways of stopping or preventing the disease. 


Panel recommends implant restrictions 


BETHESDA, Md. — A panel of experts recommended unanimously Thurs- 
day that the government allow-silicone gel breast implants only for experi- 
ments and for women needing breast reconstruction. 

That advice, if followed by the Food and Drug Administration, means 
implants would no longer be performed just for cosmetic reasons. 

Women wanting to have their breasts enlarged represent 80 percent of the 
million who now carry the implants in their bodies. The rest have implants 
because their breasts had been deformed or were removed because of cancer. 

Nancy Dubler, a lawyer and one of nine voting members of the 24-person 
panel, said the restrictions “responds to science on the one hand and compas- 
sion on the other.” 

Initially, five of the nine voted for the proposed restriction. The other four

Recession gives libraries more business 


CHICAGO — Libraries are seeing a surge in business as they become 
havens for the unemployed. 

“In hard economic times, library use always goes up,” observed Patricia 
Glass Schuman, president of the Chicago-based American Library Associa- 
tion. “We've heard this from libraries. across the country,” she added in a 
telephone interview from her New York office. “People are using libraries to 
look for jobs.” 

Jobless patrons are emptying shelves of career-guide books and raiding 
newspaper bins for help-wanted ads. John Berry III, editor in chief of the New 
York-based Library Journal, said it is reminiscent of the Great Depression. 

“People who are out of work have more time on their hands,” he said. 

It couldn’t have happened at a worse time for libraries, which are facing an 
economic crisis of their own. According to an ALA report released in Novem- 
ber, a recent survey by the Association of Research Libraries found that most 
member libraries were working with budget cuts of 1 percent to 5 percent in 
1991 and were expecting 5 percent to 10 percent cuts in 1992.

Rabies vaccinations 


will be offered at 
clinics Saturday

Area veterinarians will be donat- 
ing their time in Springville and 
Spanish Fork this Saturday to 
provide rabies vaccinations for area 
pets. 

Mark Buyers, Spanish Fork’s ani- 
mal control officer, said animal con- 
trol staff members will also be 
present to assist veterinarians and 
to provide licensing services. 

Cats must be vaccinated against 
rabies every year, Buyers said. 
Dogs must receive a rabies vaccina- 
tion at four months of age and a 
booster shot when they are one year 
old. 

After their first year, dogs must 
be vaccinated every two years. 

Shelley Lanser of the Utah State 
Bureau of Epidemiology said there 
were 18 reported cases of rabies 
statewide in 1991. 

Five of those cases were found in 
Utah County, she said. 

One rabid dog was found in Salt 
Lake County, and a rabid cat was 
found in Utah County, Lanser said. 
The other 16 reported rabies cases 
involved bats, she said. 

“If people would learn to avoid 
bats there would be almost no prob- 
lem with rabies,” Lanser said. 

People need to vaccinate their ani-

mals as required by state law and 
learn to avoid handling bats, she 
said. 

Buyers said there have been no 
rabies cases reported in Spanish 
Fork this year, although many ani- 
mal bites have been reported and 
many animals have been tested. 

Robert Hurst, Mapleton’s animal 
control officer, said very few rabies 
cases are caused by dog bites. How- 
ever, animals are required to re- 
ceive a vaccination as a precaution, 
he said. 

The Spanish Fork clinic will be a 
one-day event, Buyers said. Veteri- 
narians will be located at Spanish 
Fork Fair Grounds Saturday from 
1-3 p.m. to offer services. 

All dogs must be ona leash and all 
cats in a carrier. 

Buyers said the clinic is for any- 
one who would like to come. It is not 
restricted to Spanish Fork resi- 
dents, he said. 

The Springville clinic will also be 
vaccinating animals from 1-3 p.m. It 
will be located behind the fire sta- 
tion at 51 S. Main Street in 
Springville. 

The cost for vaccination will be 
$6. 
The cost to license an altered ani- 
mal (one that has been spaded or 
neutered) will be $8, while an unal- 
tered animal will cost $12 to license.

“T feel here is a key for a cure,” 
Tichy said. “Based upon other peo- 
ple’s credentials, all I did was recog- 
nize the pattern and even though I’m 
the target (of criticism) ... I think 
there should be more spokespeople 
out there saying we need to run tests, 
we ought to get this through.” 

He said he has submitted his finding 
to different foundations and scien- 
tists; however, there has been no re- 
sponse.

Pushing for fair trade from for- 
eign competitors, | steelman- 
turned-politician Joe Cannon testi- 
fied before the U.S. Senate Steel 
Caucus Thursday in Washington 
D.C. 

“We should not pursue old-fash- 
ioned protectionism, but we must 
use our best weapon — access to 
the U.S. marketplace — to break 
down foreign trade barriers,” Can- 
non said. 

Cannon emphasized the current 
plight of U.S. steel manufacturers 
which he said produce quality steel 
at competitive prices only to be un- 
dersold by foreign companies 
dumping their excess steel on 
America at artificially low prices. 

Cannon explained the steel in- 
dustry incurs high fixed costs while 
its variable costs remain relatively 
low. 

This means foreign companies in 
countries such as India, Brazil, 
Poland, Korea and Romania can 
make more steel than its country’s 
economy needs, sell enough of it 
domestically to cover manufactur- 
ing costs and sell the rest in the 
United States at a price well below 
production costs. 

Cannon said this “dumping” by 
foreign companies forces the price 
of steel down to unfair levels. 

He encouraged lawmakers to re-

Since Hopkin began teaching at 
BYU, he has tried to maintain a bal- 
ance between the comic and serious 
operas from different periods and 
styles that are performed throughout 
the year.

Because of the light, comedic tone 
of the opera, audiences should espe- 
cially enjoy “The Secret Mar- 
riage, "Hopkin said. 

“This opera is designed to be acces- 
sible to all audiences. I think that any- 
one who sees it will come away saying 
it was good,” he said. 

But because the opera is a comedy 
does not mean that acting or singing 
in it is easy. 

“Light comedy is hard to act well. A 
tragedy is much easier because it is 
easier to make people cry than laugh. 


In this opera, especially, it is hard to 
be genuinely funny when the music 
tends to repeat itself and because the 
dialogue is much slower than in a 
play,” Asplund said. 

Ritchie said this opera is especially 
taxing because of the vocal range and 
the demands placed on the voice dur- 
ing the performance. 

“The 18th century farce requires a 
certain style and pace because it is a 
more sophisticated acting style. The 
characters are more exaggerated and 
harder to portray as real people. It 
was a challenge for the singers to at- 
tempt to act in this manner, but it has 
been exciting to watch them suc- 
ceed,” Hopkin said. 

Another challenge for the perform- 
ers was the conflict of morals the per- 
formers had with their characters. 

“Because of the difference of 
morals between what we have here at 
BYU and the 18th century, it has 
been tricky portraying characters 
that have little or no morals,” Bussel- 
berg said. 

Hopkin chose to do the opera in 
English because of the difficulty mu- 
sicians have acting in a different lan- 
guage and to make the opera more 
personable for the audience.

“Our notions of free trade should 
not require us to remain the 
world’s steel dumping ground,” 
Cannon said. 

Present laws and international 
trade agreements do little to help 
America’s ailing steel industry, he 
said. 

“The world market for steel ex- 
ports does not operate according to 
free market principles.” 

Because of this, foreign compa- 
nies have been able to charge pre- 
mium prices from their domestic 
markets and then dump the re- 
maining steel on the United States, 
he said. 

Cannon used Japan as one exam- 
ple of acountry that has protection- 
ist tactics which are damaging the 
U.S. steel industry. 

Steel prices in Japan are as much 
as $200 a ton more expensive than 
in the United States, Cannon said. 

He blamed this on a “cartel” of 
steel manufacturers allowed under 
Japan’s antitrust laws. Comparing 
current trade wars to the Cold War 
of earlier years, Cannon said, “Uni- 
lateral disarmament was never a 
credible strategy in our military re- 
lations; however, this appears to be 
the centerpiece of the (Bush) ad- 
ministration’s trade strategy.” 

Cannon, chairman of Geneva 
Steel in Orem, is campaigning for 
the Republican nomination to fill 
the senatorial seat being vacated

Money managers 
go unregulated 


Most firms never inspected for fraud

WASHINGTON — The $5 trillion 
financial planning industry is so un- 
der-regulated that most of the 17,000 
firms offering investment advice will 
never be inspected for possible fraud, 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission chairman said Thursday. 

’ Richard Breeden said his inspec- 


‘tion staff is spread thin and only ad- 


visers managing at least $1 billion in 
assets are targeted for an SEC in- 
spection about every three years. 

That means smaller professional 
money managers or counselors are 
checked only about once every 30 
years “which in most cases means 
never at all,” Breeden told the securi- 
ties subcommittee of the Senate 
Banking Committee. 

He said the number of professional 
money managers and counselors has 
exploded since 1981, from 4,580 to 
17,500. In the same period the num- 
ber of SEC staffers assigned to check- 
ing up on investment advisers also 
grew — from 36 to 46. 

Sen. Christopher Dodd, D-Conn., 
the subcommittee chairman, called 
the tiny number of inspectors “stag- 
gering,” adding: ‘It’s just unaccept- 
able that we have 46 people looking 
over the shoulder of 17,000.” 

Firms or individuals must register 
with the SEC if they give financial 
advice for pay. After paying a one- 
time $150 registration and undergo- 
ing a preliminary inspection, they can 
go years without having to account to 
federal regulators. 

Breeden said the recent indictment 
of a Newport Beach, Calif. invest- 
ment adviser who managed $1.2 bil- 
lion in funds for dozens of communi- 
ties in California, Colorado and Iowa

Breeden said the clients 
of money manager Steven D. Wymer 
may have suffered losses exceeding 
$100 million. 

The SEC chief wants authority to 
fund more frequent inspections 
through higher fees or else he thinks 
the program should be scrapped so 
consumers won't think “there is over- 
sight where it does not exist.” 

Higher fees ranging from about 
$300 to $7,000 a year would be based 
on a sliding scale determined by the 
size of the assets an adviser had under 
management. 

Such a move would have to be ap- 
proved by Congress because it would 
mean altering the Investment Advis- 
ers Act of 1940. 

Three investors victimized by 
crooked financial advisers urged the 
passage of legislation increasing the 
fees on the industry. 

“These people are skilled at con- 
ning their clients, and will continue to 
prey upon innocent *victims unless 
they are properly policed,” testified 
Elizabeth Faitella, Conn., a public 
school secretary who lost more than 
$30,000 investing in rare coins on an 
adviser’s recommendation. 

The “personalized portfolio” sup- 
posedly created for her and her hus- 
band also was offered to other in- 
vestors, she said. And key officials of 
the firm she dealt with allegedly de- 
frauded 1,000 customers in New York 
state. 

Another witness, Tom Rush, a
